Do  you  have  any  Idea  how  many  hot 
lunches  the  cooks  have  to  prepare  per  day 
for  the  students?  Well  they  prepare  hot 
lunches  for  about  330  students  per  day 
out  of  410  students  (on  the  average). 

To  start  school  meals  the  cooks  arrive 
at  the  school  at  7:00  a.m.  In  the  morning 
to  start  to  prepare  all  of  our  good  food  that 
they  make  for  us. 

When  interviewed  the  cooks  say  they 
love  to  make  crisptltos  for  the  students 
because  it  is  fast  and  easy.  They  also  said 
they  do  not  like  to  make  lasagna  because 
it  lakes  a  long  time  to  prepare  and  it  is 
kind  of  difficult  to  make. 

The  favorite  foods  among  the  faculty 
and  students  is  a  toss  up  between  pizza 


and  crisptltos.  Their  least  favorite  foods  to 
eat  that  the  cooks  make  are  all  of  those 
hot  dishes  we  have  so  often. 

If  you  don  t  wish  to  eat  a  whole  lot  of  the 
main  dish,  the  cooks  also  offer  a  salad  bar 
that  contains  lettuce,  yogurt,  cottage 
cheese,  dates,  carrots,  bread.  Jelly  and 
peanut  butter.  The  students  are  also  al¬ 
lowed  one  milk  (2%  or  skim)  per  day  and 
on  Fridays  there  is  even  chocolate  milk 
which  most  of  the  students  enjoy. 

Mow  I  hope  this  helps  the  students  and 
faculty  members  to  realize  just  what  the 
cooks  have  to  go  through  to  prepare  a 
meal  for  our  students  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  everyday.

Throughout  the  year,  EHS  stu¬ 
dents  have  competed  in  many  ac¬ 
ademic  contests  such  as  Academ¬ 
ic  Olympics,  HSU  Business  Skills, 
HSU  Math  Competition,  Math 
Counts,  and  Science  Fair.

Another  record  in  danger  of  being  broken  was  the 
girls'  team  never  having  won  the  regional  title.  This 
record  did  fall  as  the  girls  won  the  region  with  116  points. 
The  next  closest  competitor  was  Gackle-Streeter  with  82 
points.  This  just  goes  to  show  what  happens  when  you 
set  a  goal  and  work  hard  at  it.  Coach  Hack  had  a  vision  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  of  the  girls  being  able  to  win 
the  region  which  eventually  became  the  goal  of  all  the 
girls  who  stayed  out. 

At  the  regional  track  meet,  everyone  put  their  best  foot 
forward  and  the  school  was  able  to  take  seventeen  ath¬ 
letes  to  the  State  Track  Meet  on  May  24th  and  25th. 

In  all,  there  were  at  least  five  major  records  broken 
and  probably  many  more  individual  bests  for  the  runners 
and  throwers  of  the  team.  Hopefully,  in  the  future,  we  will 
see  more  of  the  school  records  fall  as  there  is  a  lot  of 
potential  in  the  team  right  now.

Diversified  Occupations  and  Junior  Educa¬ 
tors  Teaching  Students  (sometimes  referred  to 
as  D.O.  and  J.E.T.S.)  aim  to  teach  the  student 
some  responsibility  and  how  it  feels  to  be  in  a 
teacher's  shoes.

When  asked  if  she  recommended  it  to  others 
she  said,  "Yes,  if  you  don’t  mind  giving  up  a  lot 
of  your  spare  time  your  senior  year.  '* 

Overall  the  biggest  thing  that  the  students 
enjoyed  about  the  program  is  the  money  and 
the  experience  for  the  future. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  D.O.  and  J.E.T.S.  you 
must  meet  certain  standards.  For  D.O.  you 
must  be  a  senior,  must  have  a  career  goal,  two 
hours  every  day  that  you  can  work,  and  work 
360  hours  paid  throughout  the  school  year. 
However,  for  J.E.T.S.  you  must  have  a  B  av¬ 
erage  or  better;  you  must  also  be  a  junior  or 
senior.  You  are  graded  by  the  teacher;  she  fills 
out  an  evaluation  sheet  every  quarter. 

The  difference  between  the  two  is  that  in 
J.E.T.S.  you  are  not  paid  like  in  D.O.  As  Micole 
Brown  would  say,  "I  like  the  teacher  and  the 
students  that  I  work  with;  we  have  fun  learning 
together.'’  so  it  is  just  a  learning  experience 
not  an  actual  job.
